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Friendship Vs. Hate 

Hewlett Johnson, Dean of Can- 
terbury, distinguished English 
churchman and often called the 
“red dean” because of his long- 
standing friendship for Russia, has 
written a new book “Soviet Rus- 
sia Since The War” (Boni & Gaer, 
Publ.). The dean, who aiso wrote 
“Soviet Power’ which sold over 
two million copies, has been a 
friendly observer of the Russian 
people and their efforts toward 
progress out of centuries of feudal 
tyranny. He considers communism 
an unavoidable stage in this long 
period of evolution and a phase 
that will pass over if it is not 
crystalized by hatred and war 
against the Russian people. Al- 
though the book is smeared or 
ignored by most of the American 
press and radio, one of America’s 
important literary critics said of 
the book, “It is of textbook stature 
as far as first-hand observation 
goes. <A careful reading of this 
book gives a_ three-dimensional 
picture of ‘The New Colossus.’ Dr. 
Johnson has looked about him 
with the keen eye of the engineer 
and the architect After read- 
his book, two things seem com- 
pletely clear: First, that it is Dr. 
Johnson’s burning hope to bring 
about better understanding of the 
Soviets and, with that under- 
standing, peace. The second thing 
that becomes clear is that the 
Dean held out both hands to Rus- 
sia in friendship and love, and he 
at least, was not rebuffed.” 

But to follow Ohristian prin- 
ciples to the extent of seeking 
peace with Russia today through 
understandinz,—to hold out a 
hand of friendship and love to 
them instead of hatred and sus- 
picion is to be branded as a “red” 
and “subversive” by the hysteri- 
cal, propaganda-drunk thought of 
many Americans today.

EQUALITY? Did you see the 
news item about the northern 
Negro clergyman who spent a 
week in Alabama recently with a 
rented turban on his head? He 
was treated with honor in restau- 
rants, hotels and clubs by southern 
civic and social leaders while fill- 
ing engagements to speak in 
Negro churches. He said he had 
made a similar trip in 1947—with- 
out the turban—and had been in- 
sulted and pushed around. 

While eating in a leading res- 
taurant, he asked a head waiter 
what would happen if a Negro 
came in and sat down for a meal.

Negro would dare to come in here 
to eat.” The clergyman lifted an 
eyebrow and ordered dessert.

PEACEFUL NEGOTIATIONS 
Strikes are always news,—peace- 
ful negotiations are seldom re- 
ported. But in one of the major 
industries, clothing manufactur- 
ing,—a third straight increase of 
12% cents an hour and a second 
week of paid vacations have been 
won by over 150,000 workers 
through peaceful CIO negotiations. 


FEATHER BEDDING ABUSES, 
long one of the elements which 
has hurt the cause of justice for 
labor, is now beginning to come 
under the influence of the new 
Taft-Hartley law which forbids un- 
fair labor practices on the part of 
unions and employers alike. The 
first such case was filed recently 
in Washington, D.C., where for 
years the Children’s Museum has 
been compelled to pay out large 
fees for unwanted and unneeded 
services of stagehands at perform- 
ances of the children’s theater. 


REPORTS OF MASSACRES in 
India were being greatly exag- 
gerated, Between The Lines 
warned its readers during the re- 
cent rioting and violence in India. 
Now Earl Mountbatten, the Gov- 
ernor General of India, has issued 
a statement that 97 per cent of 
the people of India are living in

peace and quietness, and that the 
deaths resulting from massacre 
in India and Pakistan will be 
shown to amount to oniy a frac- 
tion of the figures quoted in press 
reports,—reports made under the 
pressure of the financial interests 
which were losing out because of 
India’s independence. Referring 
to the days of birth of the India 
nation, Mountbatten said, “It was 
enough to try any young govern- 
ment, but Mr. Nehru and his 
Government rose above it.” 


THEY CAN CO-OPERATE. In 
response to a request by the Gov- 
ernment of Pakistan, the Indian 
Government supplied it with 
1,640,000 cubic centimeters of 
cholera vaccine. After checking 
that they had enough of the vac- 
cine to meet any probable needs 
in Pakistan, the New Delhi auth- 
orities asked Pakistan to advise 
them of any further requirements. 

And recently the Red Army in 
the German Soviet Occupation 
Zone found a truck load of 
scientific instruments of great 
value which had been stolen by 
the Nazis during the war from the 
Uccle Observatory, near Brussels. 
The Russians returned them to 
the rightful owners in Belgium. 


PROTESTANTS IN SPAIN. 
The AP reports a new wave of 
persecution of Protestants. in 
Spain, although few papers ran 
the item. Catholic leaders are 
demanding that Franco _ stop 
Protestant evangelism by a more 
severe enforcement of a law for- 
bidding the conduct of public 
Protestant services which is al- 
ready on the statute books in of 
Spain. There, as in Latin-Ameri- 
ca, the Catholic spokesmen con- 
sider all Protestantism as a branch 
of “Communist infiltration.” 

The Spanish Government also 
announced recently that all movies 
to be shown in Spain from now 
on must be passed by a board of 
censorship that is in complete 
control of the Catholic hierarchy. 
The Spanish people, not all of 
whom are Catholic, will only be 
allowed to see those films that are 
approved by the Catholics. 


THE FEDERAL TRADE COM- 
MISSION was set up under Wood- 
row Wilson’s administration to 
protect the American people and 
public health from the sale of 
actually harmful and poisonous 
drugs under the myriad of patent 
medicine labels and also from the 
sale of food products unfit for 
human consumption. Between The 
Lines has on numerous occasions 
reported the findings of the FTC 
and its work in restraining such 
merchandising. One of the most 
powerful lobbies in Congress is 
the patent medicine lobby which 
operates through those Congress- 
men who, while supposedly “rep- 
resenting the people” are in real- 
ity representing business interests.

stand immune to the impact. God has been working mightily in 
Russia. If we would give God a chance to work outside of Russia 
we would see the great hand of divine power moving once more 
through history. This is the church’s alternative to war with 
Russia. 

ALK ABOUT WAR with Russia has been hitting a new peak 

this past fall. Certain radio voices and some powerful press 
groups have been creating the impression that war is imminent 
by the use of absolute falsehoods or warped and twisted half- 
truths. 

For some strange reason, the Government permits such 
traitorous behavior without rebuke, presumably because it helps 
to keep the people “‘defense minded,’’—and aids in pushing over 
the much battered and delayed Universal Military Training pro- 
gram which the White House and War Dept. want but which the 
majority of the educators, churchmen, labor leaders do not want. 

In the meantime there is a clamp-down on those facts which 
reveal that a war with Russia is not imminent or even remotely 
justified,—_the clamp-down apparently maintained on the basis 
of ‘‘military secrecy.’ We reject such an undemocratic and un- 
Christian policy. If free speech and freedom of the press mean 
anything in this country, they should mean the right to give the 
facts that support the cause of peace as much as to publicize false- 
hoods and half truths that build the passions of war. 

Hence we are going to disregard the official and semi-official 
hush-hush on American military planning and try to give our 
readers a good view of the true military picture,—facts that are 
widely known among military authorities. 

First, there is considerable agitation that we should drop 
our atomic bombs on Russia NOW,—while we alone possess this 
new weapon. But Russia is actually more favorably organized 
for atomic war than we are. The Russian industrial centers are 
widely spread. If we dropped all the A-bombs we have, we would 
not fatally injure Russia, for the Nazi invasion forced the Soviets 
te spread their steel and other vital industries all the way from 
Moscow into Siberia. Besides, we do not have any method as 
yet whereby we could carry the A-bombs to Russia. All those 
bombers we have left over from the past war are now entirely out 
of date. They would be brought down like clay pigeons by any 
modern armed power, for new improved anti-aircraft methods, 
jet fighter planes, possessed by Russia as well as ourselves, have 
put defense against bombers far ahead of present bombing tactics. 
It is known that Russia has prepared for this and has over 40,000 
new fast fighter combat planes ready for such an eventuality. 
American air leaders do not believe we could control the air over 
Russia and thus even transport our A-bombs in any adequate 
quantity to Soviet targets after the first alarms were sounded. 

ROCKETS—or guided missiles—are still in the experi- 
mental stage. Their range is not over 500 miles and they are as 
yet extremely inaccurate. The shortest possible range our military 
is contemplating for attacks on Moscow (from north Scotland 
or Alaska) is from 1300 to 4400 miles. In other words, it is 
impossible for us to deliver enough atomic force against Russia 
by guided missiles to make it worth while, and it is well known 
that the Russians are as far advanced as we are if not more so in 
rocket and guided missile experiments. So from the standpoint 
of an atomic attack, our own military men admit we would only 
start a war in a feeble way that we couldn't finish. 

BUT IF WE STARTED IT... . Russia has over 40 
armed, mobilized divisions in Europe and from 130 to 150 in 
Russia... . We and Britain could only muster 8 to 10 divisions 
which we could use in Europe—even in three or four months. 
Thus Russia would sweep over Europe almost unopposed. Mili- 
tary authorities are convinced there is no adequate basis for any 
other assumption but that Russian armies could trample over 
U. S.-British opposition in Europe and then push on straight 
to the English channel, Spain, down into Italy and Greece, north 
into Scandinavia. While V-weapons would enable Russia to 
paralyze London and exclude Britain as a U. S. base. In short, 
Russia would have control of Europe within a few months in a 
war begun to keep Russia from controlling Europe! And so it 
would be a war lost to the U. S. soon after it started, and retriev- 
ing this loss would mean an enormously expensive new invasion 
of Europe.

tinual underground movement has 
been on foot in Congress to put 
over a bill that would cripple the 
FTC and turn loose the restraints 
that the Commission was held 
over some of the worst elements 
in American business practice. A 
bill was first introduced last year 
by Congressman Reece which was 
full ‘of legal tricks to cripple the 
FTC and make possible many 
long court delays. But before it 
was passed, Reece left Congress 
to become chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. The 
bill has been re-introduced by 
Congressman O’Hara, and it’s 
even worse in its new form. It 
would prohibit the FTC from 
holding “hearings,” issue ‘“find- 
ings’”’ and order law violators to 
“cease and desist’—and otherwise 
kill its power. 


FREE PRESS? An article glo- 
rifying the Taft-Hartley labor law 
was recently run in the Sat. Eve. 
Post. It was written by Max 
Swigert, law partner of Sen. Taft! 
Leading labor leaders wrote to 
the magazine and protested that 
the article ignored completely 
labor’s viewpoint and contained 
misstatements and misrepresenta- 
tions and asked for the opportun- 
ity to present labor’s viewpoint. 
The editor of the Sat. Eve. Post 
wrote back that they were not 
interested in labor’s viewpoint and 
would not provide any space to 
present labor’s side. Between the 
Lines believes that the Taft-Hart- 
ley law came as a result of the 
labor leaders’ own indifference to 
the need of labor reform. But 
the suppression of labor’s view- 
point and a warped presentation 
of facts by press and radio is not 
the way toward a _ prosperous, 
peaceful democratic economy. 


WAR DEPT. PUBLICITY tried 
to convince the American public, 
after the Bikini tests, that the 
Atom bomb was just another 
weapon. But it is slowly leaking 
out that the Bikini tests ended the 
era of the battleship and Nas 
caused naval building to switch to 
the development of greater sub- 
marine power and aircraft car- 
riers as about the only dependable 
deep sea arms for the future.

Here is another instance where 
we could ably combat the lies and 
deception of communistic propa- 
ganda by truth and understanding 
through our own use of propagan- 
da, instead of resorting to the 
misrepresentations prevelant in 
our press today, misrepresenta- 
tions that almost match those of 
the Communists for distortion.

Fake Ads 

Cigarette smoking is a pleasant 
and not too harmful pleasure en- 
joyed by millions,—when it is not 
carried to excess. But the use of 
lies, false evidence and deliberate 
deception hy cigarette manufac- 
turers—-to boost their sales—is an- 
other matter. The Federal Trade 
Commission which safeguards the 
public welfare by cracking down 
on malicious and false advertising 
claims has been putting the 
Camels cigarette manufacturers 
on the carpet. Camels have been 
claiming in their ads that: Their 
cigarettes were made of costlier 
tobacco; aided digestion; restored 
energy; relieved fatigue; burned 
more slowly; contained less nico- 
tine; and making many other 
claims. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission has already forced the 
tobacco corporation to drop some 
of these claims from their ads be- 
cause the claims were BALD 
FACED LIES. The FTC is now 
exposing the fake “famous per- 
sons” plugs for Camels. FTC in- 
vestigators have shown that most 
of these famous persons whose 
voices were supposed to have been 
heard on the Camel radio pro- 
grams endorsing the brand were 
not even there,—they had only let 
their names be used—for a price 
—in statements written by pro- 
fessional copy writers. Their 
voices were merely impersonated 
by professional radio speakers. 

The famous news photographer, 
Margaret Bourke-White, for in- 
stance, signed a testimonial pub- 
lished by Camels. When an FTC 
investigator questioned her, Miss 
Bourke-White said frankly, “I 
was to be paid a sum of money, 
which I have forgotten, but $250. 
sounds about right. I was in busi- 
ness and glad to earn the money. 
I also received a carton of Camels 
a week for a year.” 

But she admitted that she 
smokes “any of the standard 
cigarettes” and not any one kind 
exclusively. In other words, the 
glowing words of the testimonial 
representing her as a Camel en- 
thusiast were hokum. 

The “tobacco planters” so often 
quoted by tobacco advertisers ad- 
mitted to the FTC investigators 
that they got up to $950. each for 
signing Camel testimonials, plus 
free cigarettes. 

Medical authorities testified to 
the commission that the Camel 
claims for health benefit, nerve 
soothing, etc. are false. Of 
course, the cigarette manufac- 
turer also dug up “authorities” 
who would say otherwise, but 
some of these, under questioning, 
broke down and admitted that 
they couldn’t stand for ail the 
Camel claims. 

In fact, one of the Camel author- 
ities, Dr. Walter L. Mendenhall, 
a medical professor, was paid to 
testify that Camels bring physical 
benefits and no harm. But when 
the FTC investigators questioned 
him on the witness stand, they

If the U. S. refused to accept this inevitable stalemate, we 
would face the task of sending millions of men to Europe and 
the Near East to launch an invasion against the Russian military 
might. We have nearly 1000 naval vessels,—but Russia would 
dominate the English channel, the Mediterranean, Suez and the 
Indian Ocean with their combat planes and huge submarine fleet, 
which is the only navy on which the Soviet has spent time or 
money. (We spent billions on battleships and cruisers,—some 
not yet even finished are already obsolete and we are only now 
beginning to realize that all navies of the future must be undersea 
craft. ) 

ATTACKS AGAINST THE U. S. would naturally be at- 
tempted by the Russians. But they have no surface navy,—their 
geographical situation eliminates the need of aircraft carriers for 
defense—they have no large transport system. So they would 
be compelled to fight a defensive war. They would however justi- 
fiably expect to crush American forces in Europe, smash our 
attempt to launch an invasion of the Soviet from the Near East 
and with submarines destroy much of our shipping and no doubt 
damage some American cities by sabotage and long-range bomb- 
ing. Military appraisers are convinced that the whole terrible 
experience would end in a stalemate,—<osting 3 to 6 million 
American lives, costing 1000 billion dollars—or more. As the 
U. S. News, which has also dared to lift the curtain on these 
military facts, put it: 


“Conclusion of responsible appraisers, thus, is that war is 
not a practical method of settling U. S.-Russian arguments at 
this time. Many appraisers doubt that it ever will be. It is 
highly doubtful, within the foreseeable future, that Russian armies

confronted him with paragraph 
after paragraph from -books and 
articles he had written in the past 
“proving” the opposite of what he 

was testifying for Camels.

We Do It Too 


We are accustomed to hearing 
how the Russian occupation forces 
drain the economy of the coun- 
tries they occupy.

Domestically-produced goods used 
on the occupational forces runs 
into an immense total, states the 
report,—from 20 to 80 per cent 
of such products as steel, iron, 
cement, etc., are being drained off 
the Japanese economy. Also very 
little was reported in this country 
concerning the “golf course scan- 
dal” of last year when it was 
discovered that American Army 
brass hats throughout Japan were 
building fifteen complete golf 
courses, countless swimming pools, 
etc., for their own private enjoy- 
ment at the expense of the Japan- 
ese resources and also at addition- 
al terrific expense to the Ameri- 
can taxpayer. 


Well—Nero Fiddled! 


In our recent report, explaining 
reasons for some of the Commu- 
nist gains in Italy, we called at- 
tention to the luxury and extrava- 
gance of life among the rich 
aristocrats at this desperate mo- 
ment in Italian history when hun- 
ger stalks the land. Here’s a social 
note, recently printed in the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, about an Ameri- 
can visitor to Italy where life for 
her was just one divine house- 
party after another in beautiful 
villas in what she describes as 
“this really wonderful country 
where everything is better than 
before the war, and it was almost 
perfect then .. . It is remarkable 
how this country is on the up and 
up... there is everything of the 
best to be found here to eat, wear 
and for the home. Everything is 
dreadfully expensive for the Italian 
people, but if one lives on dollars 
it is like a fairy story.” ... Or 
happens to belong to one of Italy’s 
rich families! This is the sort of 
thing that is helping the Commu- 
nists in Italy. 





United Nations Report 

As the world’s attention shifts 
to the London diplomatic confer- 
ence, it would be well to evaluate 
UN gains and losses. 

The American public for the 
most part is fed a continuous 
warped picture of the UN pro- 
ceedings. We are always told. how 
our delegates nobly and unselfish- 
ly fight for peace and how Russia 
with lies and cunning fights to 
destroy the UN. But a poll con- 
ducted by the magazine News 
Week of 45 press representatives 
at the UN revealed that 62 per 
cent consider the policy of the 
American delegation has not 
strengthened the UN, and only 23 
per cent believe this policy has 
furthered the vital interests of 
the U. S. 

The question—Who has con- 
tributed most to the Assembly? 
—brought the answer... . Paul- 
Henri Spaak, Belgian delegation 
chief. He received the lead by 21 
votes with three votes for Evatt 
of Australia and two votes each 
for Secretary Marshall and Hect- 
or McNeil of Great Britain. 

The most revealing thing about 
the poll is that—of the 45 news- 
men questioned—37 represent 
American papers or press associ- 
ations. 


DEBATE. What are the real un- 
prejudiced results, so far, of the 
weeks of debate in the General 
Assembly? First, in spite of many 
prophesies that the UN would col- 
lapse and despite name-calling and 
realistic facing of ugly facts, 
neither Russia nor any other na- 
tion has remotely hinted at retir- 
ing from the UN. 

On the contrary, every delega- 
tion is appealing for greater loyal- 
ty to the UN. A leading U. S. 
delegate recently stated decisively 
that, despite irritation at Russia, 
he would regard it a major tragedy 
for Russia to leave the UN, for 
it will be far easier to settle our 
differences around a table with 
other nations than if we faced 
each other alone. 

Tension was high when Secre- 
tary Marshall accused Russia of 
deliberately blocking the UN by 
using the veto in small matters, 
but Vishinsky, instead of threat- 
ening to walk out, replied that, 
rather, the U. S. was weakening 
the UN by by-passing it and in- 
tervening unilaterally in Greece 
and by permitting a tremendous 
amount of war-mongering. Un- 
fortunately, the American people 
never heard that the representa- 
tives of many other nations were 
very much in sympathy with 
Vishinsky’s view on this. 

Of course the vehemence of the 
Russian attack shocked the entire 
Assembly, but when the delegates 
got their breath they quickly be- 
gan to say that it was good to have 
the two leadink world rivals bring 
their troubles into the open for 
examination by everybody. The 
U. S. delegation wisely refrained 
from answering hotly, and in the

sides—a certain end to the sort of control-free life that U. S. 
prefers to live.”’ 

The accusation of the military minded against those who 
preach the futility of war is that the peace makers are ‘idealists, 
impractical—dreamers.”” But in the face of the hard military 
facts it is the military-industrial war makers who are not only 
impractical but are on the border of being stark-crazy for pro- 
moting a war their own military hirelings and appraisers warn 
cannot end in anything but total destruction of what we seek to 
defend. 


War has never been a ‘“‘practical way”’ of settling anything. 
Modern weapons make it no longer endurable, modern intelli- 
gence makes it no longer permissable. The way of truth, the 
forces of goodwill and love stands now in a new historical light. 


THE CONFLICT between America and Russia is in reality 
a conflict of ideas and ideals. That conflict would still have to be 
consumated even after a war with Russia were fought to the 
bitter end. Why then should not our strength go to this struggle 
of ideas NOW when there is some real chance of victory? 


The AFL through a committee representing its strongest 
unions have been making a study of means and methods whereby 
we might combat the propaganda program of the Communists by 
propaganda of our own... . fighting lies and misrepresentations 
with truth. Nothing is more devastating to the Communist pro- 
gram, for instance, than to tell of the true conditions under which 
American workmen are employed as in contrast with the half- 
slavery of Russians, - and workers in the Russian zones. The 
chiefs of the U. S. Military Information Control Division in Ger- 
many are working on the same idea and some such extensive effort 
will be operating by spring. 

The State Dept. has maintained the ‘Voice of America” 
broadcasts - but this important project has been given far too 
little attention in planning and presentation by the State Dept. 
officials themselves. Congress has even been inclined to slash 
much of its resources away. There’s not the profits to be made in 
the war of ideas and ideals . . . . so it can never get the support 
and attention that the war of steel and blood can command. 


ARMY JUSTICE. The most important thing about the Gen. 
Meyers episode .. . . the air procurement officer who used his 
position for illegal gains... . is the fact that War Dept. officials 
and Army leaders knew to a considerable extent what was going 
on—and did nothing. The whole officers’ cast system is bound 
up in a mutual self-protection procedure whereby a inan in the 
ranks can be hauled in, tried, convicted and punished, while 
officers, usually in some mysterious way, take care of their own. 
Respect for authority is the code of the military mind, even when 
the authority is unworthy of that respect. 


tha STAB. We are hearing much about the terrible things 
the Communists are doing to China but scarcely anything 
about the fact that the greatest stab in the back that China has 
received in many years was at the hands of our own political 
teaders. Chinese history will forever record chat while China 
was fighting with us as an ally, our Government, in a secret pact 
at Yalta, gave to Russia China’s richest territory, presumably as 
an unnecessary assurance that Japan woulc be defeated.

Plans are still going forward in congressional 
committees to put over the most undemocratic tax proposal

end won more sympathy than 
the Russians who persisted with 
their fiery tactics. 

But it became apparent that 
both Russia and the U. S. learned 
important lessons. The Russians 
had to listen to fundamental 
criticism which inevitably affected 
their opinions and self-assurance. 
For one thing,—-Australia, Can- 
ada, France, Agrentina and others 
pointed to the volume of provaca- 
tive propaganda carried on by the 
Soviets. 

The U. S. Governinent, press 
and public had to face the weak- 
ened position our delegates occupy 
in an organization working for 
peace when our press, and even 
members of Congress, speak open- 
ly and often of war. The point 
was made very clear in that five 
weeks’ discussion. 


Through the aid of delegates 
from other nations, the U. S. and 
Russia were brought together on 
a resolution both can sign. The 
Assembly has declared that it 
condemns all propaganda, either 
deliberately or probably threaten- 
ing the peace,—and that it will 
promote friendly relations  be- 
tween nations by publicity and 
propaganda. 


The debate on the U. S. proposal 
to appoint a “Little Assembly,” 
to speed up action while the As- 
sembly is not in session, has like- 
wise taught the U. S. diplomats 
equally important lessons. Most 
delegations agreed that the log 
jams in the UN should be broken, 
but the error was that the head 
of our State Dept. sprang this 
proposal on them without warn- 
ing, instead of discussing the 
“Little Assembly” proposal with 
other like-minded delegates. 


The Russians were expected to 
oppose any limitation on the 
Security Council, because without 
the veto in that Council, the non- 
Russian bloc always defeats the 
Russians by an average vote of 
eight to two—which of course is 
the reason the Russians desperate- 
ly cling to the veto. But some of 
our best friends, such as Britain, 
recognized the dangers of the 
Marshall proposal. It took weeks 
of debate to work out a formula 
acceptable to all; much of this 
time might have k-en saved had 


. the original proposals taken cog- 


nizance of the views of friendly 
countries such as France, Britain 
and some of the Latin-American 
countries. The public was not ap- 
praised of this Marshall diplo- 
matic blunder.
